Governor Gears Spending 
Program With Anticipated 
Budget of $21,250,000,000 


By RICHARD L. GRAVES 


HARRISBURG (AP)—Gov. Law- 


rence today geared his budget- 
making schedule to a March 2 
target date for presentation of a 
spending program expected to ap- 
proach the 521,250,000,000 mark. 


But he emphasized that the bud- 


get will hinge on a tax program to 
finance it. 


"We can't intelligently move in- 


t o action on a budget without 
knowing what revenue we will 
have," Lawrence .told his first 
news conference since he took of- 
fice Jan. 20. 


He declined to speculate to 


newsmen Tuesday on an over-all 
budget figure or what specific 
taxes would be recommended to 
fill an expected gap of some 400 
million dollars between 1959 - 61 
needs and present revenues. 


He said he did not want to 


"make any commitment on any 
phase of the tax program" for 
fear it would affect the planning 
of his bipartisan Tax Study Com- 
mittee. 


Lawrence was thoroughly at 


ease in his first formal meeting 
with Captil Hill newsmen. He 
rocked in a huge swivel chair be- 
hind a broad desk. Newsmen were 
ringed around him. He answered 
questions quickly and positively. 


Though he said he hoped for a 


unanimous -report from his tax 
advisory group, he gave newsmen 
a flat "no" when asked if he would 
give a blanket endorsement to 
such a report.

Constitution 
For Cyprus

ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) — 


Greece and Turkey agreed today 
on a proposed constitution for an 
independent Cyprus and prepared 
to ask Britain to approve it. 


Prime Ministers 
Constantine 


Karamanlis of Greece and Adnan 
Menderes of Turkey, meeting in 
the final session of their confer- 
ence here, approved the draft pre- 
pared by their foreign ministers 
in the five days of bargaining. 


An end at last appeared in sight 


to the long and bitter dispute over 
the British island colony in the 
Mediterranean, off the south coast 
of Turkey. 


Turkish Foreign Minister Fatin 


Rustu Zorlu said the agreement 
would strengthen the Western al- 
liance. 


Zorlu and Greek Foreign Min- 


ister Evanghelos Averoff prepared 
to fly to London to submit the 
proposed constitution to British 
Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd. 


In the British capital, a Foreign 


Office spokesman said Prime Min- 
ister Harold Macmillan's govern- 
ment wholeheartedly welcomed 
the news. British officials would 
not comment further until they 
had studied the constitution in de- 
tail. But London's approval was 
considered certain since Greece 
and Turkey had agreed, and since 
the constitution guarantees Brit- 
ain will retain the big military 
bases she has 
established on 


Cyprus. 


News of the agreement also, 


heartened all other members of 
the N o r t h Atlantic Alliance. 
Greece and Turkey form NATO's 
eastern anchor, and the Cyprus 
fight had halted cooperation be- 
tween them for several years.

Karamanlis of Greece and Adnan 
Menderes of Turkey, meeting in 
the final session of their confer- 
ence here, approved the draft pre- 
pared by their foreign ministers 
in the five days of bargaining. 


An end at last appeared in sight 


to the long and bitter dispute over 
the British island colony in the 
Mediterranean, off the south coast 
of Turkey. 


Turkish Foreign Minister Fatin 


Rustu Zorlu said the agreement 
would strengthen the Western al- 
liance. 


Zorlu and Greek Foreign Min- 


ister Evanghelos Averoff prepared 
to fly to London to submit the 
proposed constitution to British 
Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd. 


In the British capital, a Foreign 


Office spokesman said Prime Min- 
ister Harold Macmillan's govern- 
ment wholeheartedly welcomed 
the news. British officials would 
not comment further until they 
had studied the constitution in de- 
tail. But London's approval was 
considered certain since Greece 
and Turkey had agreed, and since 
the constitution guarantees Brit- 
ain will retain the big military 
bases she has established on 
Cyprus. 


News of the agreement also, 


heartened all other members of 
the N o r t h Atlantic Alliance. 
Greece and Turkey form NATO's 
eastern anchor, and the Cyprus 
fight had halted cooperation be- 
tween them for several years.

Is Progressing 


A report received from Har- 


risburg states that 
surveys 


advancing the time of actual 
construction of Glade Run flood 
control ^project: m Warren are 
being made by the State De- 
partment of Forests -and Wa- 
ters, with a crew completing 
establishment of definite limits 
and staking out the course of a 
levee to be built on the right 
bank of Glade Run over a dis- 
tance of 3,340 feet. 


Clifford H. McConnell, divi- 


sion of Flood Control chief, says 
the survey will be completed 
in a few days opening the way 
to final design preparation. Once 
this phase has been accomplish- 
ed, the department may request 
construction bids. "'The depart- 
ment head states that it was 
impossible at the present time 
to determine how long it will 
take to complete the final de- 
sign. 


In addition to construction of 


the levee, the stream channel 
will be widened and built of 
concrete over a distance of 683 
feet in the Pennsylvania bridge 
area. The levee will extend up- 
stream beginning at the end of 
channel construction. Local of- 
ficials have agreed to provide 
rights of way and easements 
reauired for construction of the 
project. 


The department estimated the 


cost of the flood, control meas- 
ure at $246,000 to be paid from 
funds allocated to the State 
Council of Civil Defense for 
flood control projects. Construc- 
tion of the Glade Run project 
will t>rotect Warren's eastern 
section from floods in the fu- 
ture.

Scientist Weaning Bedbugs 
Away From Human Beings 


READY-MIX

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — A 


University of California scientist j 
is weaning bedbugs away from hu- 
man beings. 


He has trained some of the in- 


sects to choose rabbits as hosts 
even when they have the alterna- 
tive of feeding on the scientist's 
own blood. 


The unusual research 
project 


was undertaken in the hope that 
it would answer a question im- 
portant in genetics—can an insect 
parasite's taste be so changed 
that its descendants will inherit 
this new preference? 


It will take several generations j 


of these college-educated bedbugs i 
to give the answer. If the final 
result is affirmative, it may mean 
science may be able to control 
some insect pests by altering their 
tastes. 


The research is being done by 


Prof. Robert L. Usinger, an en- 
tomologist in the college of agri- 
culture. 


Usinger divided his subjects in- 


to two groups. One group was al- 
lowed to feed only on rabbits or 
some other nonhuman organism. 
The other group was treated to a 
diet of the professor's blood. 


Next he let both groups get good 


and hungry. Then he rigged up a ] 
gadget which allows a bug to 
choose between man and rabbit. 


This 
contrivance was a T- 


shaped tube, open at all ends. A 
bug turned loose at the bottom of 
the T would crawl up the inside 
of the tube until it came to the 
crossing. At one end of the cross 
tube was Prof. Usinger's bare 


arm. At the other end was a rab- 
bit. 


When the bug reached the cross 


be picked up the scent of both 
rabbit and professor.. He could 
then follow his choice. 


In test after test, Usinger says, 


the rabbit-conditioned bugs turn 
to their newly adopted host But 
the choice isn't always unanimous. 
What the future descendants of 
these bugs will do in such a test 
is yet to be determined.

A DAY TO RAISE THE FLAG 


It has been said, and perhaps in all seriousness, 


that a man who can edit a newspaper can do 
most anything. We would be about the last per- 
son to take exception to this statement, person- 
ally, even though we can think of soms who 
might. 


But, whatever the fact, we intend to make some 


observances on February llth of the birthday 
of a young editor who made good in various other 
directions. He was Thomas Alva Edison, who was 
born in Milan, O., 112 years ago and removed 
at a tender age to Port Huron, Mich., where he 
engaged in a composite career of railroading, 
science and newspaper work. 


While his job as train butcher required him to 


sell newspapers, among other things, he decided 
also to publish one of his own. This was The 
Weekly Herald, which he edited and printed 
weekly in the freight car in which he had set up 
his first experimental laboratory. However, what 
might have been a brilliant newspaper career was 
derailed when 15-year-old Tom Edison saved a 
station-master's child from the train wheels and 
was rewarded by being made a pupil at the rail- 
road telegraph office in Mount Clemens. 


The rest of the Edison story is pretty familiar , 


—how invention and experimentation won out 
over telegraphy, and the former editor cf The 
Weekly Herald went on to invent the incandes- 
cent lamp—and most of the things that, in their 
ultimate development; are keeping most of us 
up all hours of the night. 


But for the curiosity of Tom Edison and his 


determination to find out the why of things, we 
might still be living a relatively simple life, going 
to bed early, listening to music when the Fire- 
men's Band gave a concert. Husbands would be 
doing their work largely with hand tools, wives 
would be plying the broom and dustpan and rub- 
bing out the family laundry on the washboard. 
Yet, not even those who sigh for the good old 
days would care to undertake their share of the 
manual labor involved. 


Today, the inquiring mind and driving spirit 


of Thomas A. Edison are projected in the exten- 
sive research laboratories that serve the 31 divis- 
ions and subsidiaries of the McGraw-Edison Com- 
pany. Here, hundreds of scientists, imbued with 
the Edison credo that there is always more to 
learn and "a way to do it better", are doing their 
best to make the jet age seem as outmoded as 
the world on which the young train butcher re- 
ported in The Weekly Herald of 1862. 


If there is ever to be a national holiday to 


memorialize Progress, we suggest it be February 
11.

It's a good guess that when the 
vo leaders and all the other 
lemocrats and Republicans get 
irough arguing about the figures, 
ot only the general public but 
erhaps most members of Con- 
ress will be more bemused than 
efore. 
One expert on government fi- 
ances told this writer: "When it 
Dmes to voting on money prob- 
:ms, Congress is a place where 
le left hand knoweth not what 
le right is doing." 
He didn't mean anyone was 
lipping a fast one over on any- 
ne. He just meant things get 
rixed up. 
The House and Senate Appro- 


priations committees were crea- 
ted to examine money requests 
from the executive branch of the 
government and decide what's 
needed. But those committees are 
not the only ones passing on 
money problems. 


Eisenhower's budget, for in- 


stance, contains all kinds of re- 
quests for money in one form or 
another. The whole budget is not 
solely the Appropriations commit- 
tees' baby.

Say the Senate Banking Com- 


mittee comes up with a housing I 
program that requires govern- j 
ment backing. There are various ' 
kinds of housing in the program: 
one may deal with college hous- 
ing, another with slum clearance. \ 


Because one program requires I 


a certain kind of action and i 
money, the Senate Banking Com-1 
mittee handles it. But anoiher, 
requiring different handling and 
financing, will go from the Bank- 
ing Committee to the Appropria- 
tions Committee. 


Then there's this case: the Ap- 


propriations Committee will ap- 
prove a certain budget expendi- 
ture which is really an authoriza- 
tion to the Eisenhower administra- 
tion to draw a check on the 
Treasury and spend the money 
this year. 


Then the same committee may 


approve authorization for the gov- 
ernment to obligate itself to spend 
money in a future year, but not 
this one or the next. For example: 
authority to make a contract to 
build a missile which won't be 
ready till 1962. 


And the money Eisenhower re- 


quested in the budget he sent 
Congress in January is not the 
only money Congress will vote 
this year. Last June, for-instance, 
Congress may have voted money 
to carry a government agency 
through till next June.

Hard horny projections, varying 
from 14 inch to 3 inches long 
have been removed from the 
head of oldsters. 
One of the 


largest measured 8 inches long 
and 3 inches in circumference. 


Some are minute replicas of 


animal horns. The majority de- 
velop on the sites of senile kera- 
toses—the precancerous, brown- 
ish, scaly lesions that occur 
on the skin of older persons. 
Other horns grow from neglect- 
ed warts, wens, or tumors. The 
abnormality is composed of lay- 
er upon layer of thickened skin 
cells. These decorations are re- 
moved easily via surgery.

Business Mirror

NEW YORK (AP) — The ups 


and downs of the stock market 
command more attention today 
as the business recovery teeters 
on the edge of another possible 
boom to be sparked perhaps by 
new inflation. 


The market may mirror each 


day's quota of news. But in the 
background are some cold statis- 
tics about the market itself. 


Prices of many stocks rose to 


record highs, before the business 
recovery really got off the ground. 
The average yield on the divi- 
dend-paying common stocks list- 
ed on the big board dropped to 
the second lower figure since 
1940 when the statistics were first 
compiled by the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


For the first time in 12 years, 


cash dividends paid on listed com- 
mon stocks failed to set a new 
annual high. The majority of com- 
panies 
are 
reporting 
earnings 


lower than in 1957, despite some 
notable rebounds in the 
final 


months of 1958. 


This might have sparked more 


interest in bonds, government and 
corporate, that yield as much or 
more. But it didn't. The Treasury 
learned this to its sorrow when 


holders of two billion dollars 
worth of maturing government 
securities demanded cash instead 
of the new offerings. 


The long rise in stock prices 


and the cutbacks in dividends; or j 
their omission altogether, have ] 
combined to cause the notable' 
drop in stock yields. 
. The average yield of the 
9611 


stocks that did pay dividends 
dropped to 4.1 per cent at the 
end of 1958, the exchange maga- 
zine reports. This was the lowest 
since the end of 1945, when ii 
was 3.6 per cent, the only time in 
the 18 'years of official records it 
has slipped below 4 per cent. 


At the start of this year there 


were 94 stock issues paying less i 
than 2 per cent, compared with j 
27 a year earlier. Only 4 yielded ', 
10 per cent or more, against 79 a ' 
year before.

Yield is figured by dividing a ! 


stock's market price by the total, 
of cash dividends paid on it hi the 
preceding 12 months. 


Of the 1,086 common issues list- 


ed at year end, 961 paid one or 
more cash dividends—317 larger 
ones, 410 the same amount, and 
269 less. 


Total payments came to $8,711,- 


482,860; This is a drop of $85,779,- 
470 from 1957, or a decline of one 
per cent.

You Can Spot the Sides 
As D.C. Battle Is Joined

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—That old gag about it being impossible, 


to tell the difference between Republicans and Democrats is no good 
any more. 


In the first month' of this new session of Congress, programs of 


the Eisenhower administration and the Democratic majorities on 
Capitol Hill have been spelled out so clearly that the differences 
are unmistakable. 


The principal difference is in ideas about the amount of money 


the federal government should spend, and whether the budget shall 
be kept in balance or operated at a deficit. 


-* 


IN THREE AREAS alone—federal aid to education, airport con- 


struction, and housing—Democrats ntw propose spending Ity billion 
dollars more than the Republican administration proposes for the 
next fiscal year. Over the full six or seven-years of the conflicting 
programs, the Democrats would spend 13 billion dollars more. 


In campaign speeches at Pittsburgh and Charleston'last Oct. 2V, 


President Eisenhower identified the Democrats as "the spendthrift 
league" and accused them of "urging a raid on the taxpayers' 
dollars." 


The charge was resentfully denied by Democratic oraiors. But 


from the way things are shaping up in the new session of Congress, 
the President's charge seems justified 


Take housing. The administration called for a $1,660,000,000 pro- 


gram, spread over six years. Sen. John Sparkman (D-Ala.) intro- 
duced a bill which would cost nearly three billion, spread over 
seven years. 


For the fiscal year I960, this bill as approved by the Senate"would-. 


cost 150 million dollars more than the President requested. A bill 
passed by the House would cost 300 million more. The differences 
would be for direct loans to veterans which the administration 
proposes. 


HOUSE AND SENATE bills have to be compromised, with no 


telling what the outcome. President Eisenhower will give no hint 
on whether he will sign pr veto a bill that goes so far beyond his, 
recommendations. But this will bring to a head the question of, 
whether the government will unbalance its budget and embark on 
deficit financing. 


Take aid to airports. The administration program calls for 200 


million tfollars spread over four years. The bill introduced by 
Sen. A. S. Monroney (D-Okla.) calls for 575 million spread over 
five years. 


Take federal aids to education. The administration called for 


nothing beyond last year's National Defense Education Act. But 
Sen. James E. Murray (D-Mont.) has introduced a bill for school 
construction and other benefits which would cost 11.3 billion dollars 
in the next four years, 
\ 


IN THE FIELD of government lending programs, the adminis- 


tration proposed 55 million dollars for depressed areas suffering 
from chronic high unemployment. Sen. Paul Douglas (D-I11.) 
topped this with .a 375-million program. President Eisenhower 
vetoed a similar bill last year. 


The new Congress is already bogged down with legislative pro-' 


posals not recommended by the administration. In the first month 
of the session, 820 new bills were introduced in the Senate and 
3,833 in the House for a total of 4,653. This is a record for any 
first month. , 


Many of these bills call for increased government expenditures. 


The challenge which they throw up to Democratic leaders is how 
they will curb inflation if they allow government appropriations to 
keep on going up.
